. The Point of Sight isof fo much Confequence to the Beau. 
ty of all great Buildings, that I have always recommended 
it as one of the firft Things that an Architeét fhould con 
fider when he forms his Plan: And the Ho/pital is almolt 
as de(edtive in this Particular, as moft of the other Struc- 
tures about Town: For, except from Ships pafling and re- 
palling pretty near the oppofite Side, you mutt either fes 
it too near, or too remote: The //e of Dogs, over-againt 
it, is almoft inacceffible, and intercepts the Bale of the 
Fabrick from the farther Shore: And, beyond that, the 
Objects lofe Diftin€tion, and run into one another: When 
you fland upon the Terrais between it ‘and the Water, you 
are too near, and the Parts are too great to be compre- 
hended at a Glance; fo that, in fhort, the Whole hardly 
any Where appears to as much Advantage as it ought. 

In the next Place, all Buildings, that are compos'd of 
feveral Divifions, ought to be contriv’d in {uch ex:ét Sab. 
ordination, that every Projeétion thould naturally lead the 
Eye to the next, and all to the Centre, or main Body of 
the Whole, To do this moft effe€ually, none or thefe 
Parts fhould deviate fo far from Simplicity, or be fo fub-. 
divided in themfelves, as to engro!s the Attention, or 
citra€t the Sight in reconciling it with the Whole. Now 
this, with all Submiffion, I think is the Cafe with Refpeé 
to the Fabrick before us 3 each of the Wings being adorn'd 
with two Intablatures, or Pediments, with two Sets of 
Columns to fupport them : A Circumlftance, to the beft of 
my Judgment, not only erroneous, with Refpeét to the 
whole Front, but likewife diladvantageous to that very Part 
of it; For, by this Means, neither of thefe Wings has any 
principal Point of View of its own, and a Man, who fur- 
veys them, is like the Afs between the two Bundles of 
Hay, equally attraéted by each, and not able to fix on ei- 
ther. ‘To this let me add, that thefe auxiliary Buildings 
ought to have all the Effentials of an independent Front, 
and to divide that into two equal Parts, is like having two 
Groupes in a Pi€ture, which, in Spite of Mr. Bavius’s Cri- 
ticifm, mult neccflarily deftroy the Uniformity and Im- 
portance of both. 

1’, indeed, the Space between thefe two Divifions had 
allow'd Room for any Thing proportionably grand and 
magnificent, to be the Centre of the whole Line, to in- 
force the Spe€tator’s principal Regard, and reduce the other 
Parts to a {ubordinate View: If this had, or could have 
been the Cafe, I fhould have little Objeétion tothe Pedi- 
ments, or C.lumns themfelves; they are both certaiply in 
a noble Tafte, and delerve much Applaufe: But, by being 
il] introduc’d, jofe a great Part of their real Beauty, and 
bec ome Faults, rather than real Decorations, 

If I may be pardon’d for giving my Opinion freely, I 
thovld pre(ume too, to cenfure the Attich of this Part of 
. Buiding: It appears to me much too heavy both for 
the He ghth and Breadth of the Fabrick it belongs to, too 
mach incumber’d with Divifions and broken Lines, and 
might very wei! ipare the Baluftrade above, without'which 
twould be both lighter, and keep a better Proportion. 

_ But what is fo injudicioufly added here, is as injudi- 
cioufly left out in the infide Ranges of the Wings that lead 
"P 0 the Hall, and the intended Chapel, on the other 


Chapel, have fomething in them very fimple, and very 
much to be commended : ‘Chere is this one Mi:fortuve in 

deed attending them, that they are too near the Eye, and, 
of Courfe, cannot be {cen to as much Advantage as they 
oughr. 

The Hall itfeif is a very grand and noble Building: 
The Portico which is fors:’d by the End of ihe Colon 

ade, a beautiful Decoration, and the Dome that riies a- 
bove it ina very elegant Tafte: If there is any Thing de- 
fective in the lait, “tis in its being divided, and broke by 
too many Lines, which hurts the Simplicity of it, and 
hinders its having fo ftrong an Effc&t as it might otherwile 
command: If that Part of the Fabrick too, which ferves 
for its Bafe, was to be examin'd critically, I am afraid we 
fhould find that it was defeétive, and that there wants a 
Projeétion of Building of that Side the Pediment next the 
Area, to anfwer the adjoining Part on the other Side, 
which would not only make it more regular and uniform, 
but likewife make the View of the Whole more pyramidi- 
cal, and confequently more perfect, as may be ifeen by 
another View of the Dome, from the fecond Area, where 
this very Thing is added, and, as I imagine, to great Ad- 
vantage. 

The Colonnade is one of the moft remarkable Things a 
bout London, and, when finifh’d from the other Wing, 
will afford the higheft Pleafure and Entertainment. "Ti 
at once plain and magnificent, and beyond Difpure one of 
the nobleft Decorations in the World. ‘The Break in the 
Middle of it that looks into the inner Court, is admirably 
well contriv’d, and produces one of the moit elegant Porti- 
cos that I ever faw. 

I am forry I can fay nothing in Praife of that Part of 
the Stru€ture it looks into, and was intended to adorn: 
*I'was certainly intended to be ina pompous Style, but I 
don’t remember any Thing in my Life more miftaken ; 


fome of the Parts indeed, which compofe it are grand, 





‘but-then they are heavy beyond Example, and others again 
are fo petit and trifling, as to bear no Kin or Proportion to 
each other: Thro’ the Whole there is fomething fo wild 
and extravagant, fuch a Mixture of Brick and Stone, of 
the Huge and Mean, that Beauty and Simplicity are intire- 
ly forgot, and the more we examine, the more we are 
difpleas’d. ‘ 

But what we have hitherto remark’d upon can be efteem- 
ed no other than the Wings, and now "tis but natural to 
enquire for the main Body of the Pile. If the Houfe, 
now ftanding in the Par&, is to continue the Centre of the 
View, I think nothing can be more ridiculous and abfurd, 
and, if it is to be demolith’d, in order to be rebuilt more 
magnificently, I greatly quettion, if ‘twill bear any Pro- 
portion in Size and Majelty, to the Quantity of Building 
that furrounds it. ‘To muke it in any Degree fuitable, in 
my Judgment, it muft be jomething of a Rotuod, in the 
Manner of fome of the antient Temples, the Parts bold, 
fimple, grand, and magnificent, and the Whole fo new 
and furprizing, as to command the Attention of the Spec- 
(ator, as to the principal Object of the whole View. If a 
third Area too was to be projeéted, and adorn’d with a fe- 
micircular Colonnade, conneéted with the former, I am 
of Opinion *twould be a Means to unite and harmonize the
